Mr. Jack Proctor, Deputy Director of the Division of
Building and Fire regulation, reviewed recent legislation

related to the Building Code Academy and the requirement
for the Board to appoint a Building Code Academy
Advisory Committee (BCAAC). The Board adopted
operational guidelines for the BCAAC during the
September 11, 2002 meeting. Mr. Proctor reported that all
interested parties were contacted and alist of recommended
members to serve on the BCAAC was presented. A motion
was made to appoint the recommended persons to the
BCAAC. The motion was seconded and unanimously
passed. A list of the persons appointed to serve on the
BCAAC is attached to and made a part of these minutes in
Appendix 1.

Ms. Nikki Nicholau, Deputy Director of the Housing
Division, reviewed financia information presented to the
Board by VHDA on the Virginia Housing Partnership
Fund. Ms. Nicholau reported on factors that significantly
reduced the Fund Management Fee Expense significantly
from the previous year, including new efficiencies in
servicing loan at VHDA and the underwriting of fewer
multifamily housing loans. A motion was made to adopt
the report presented by VHDA as the Board's financial
status report on the Virginia Housing Partnership Fund for
2002. This status report is prepared in accordance with
Section 36-150 of the Code of Virginia. The motion was
seconded and unanimously adopted.
